If President Johnson can maintain the 
Imp ression he is businessmen’s friend, his 
Rep ublican op p onent in the 1964 election 
will be a dilemma. 
The candidate of the Democratic p arty 
running for election nex t Nov ember as 
an all-out champ ion of business and enter­ 
p rise, the new dimension added by Mr. 
Johnson since last Nov . 22, 
must 
be 
thought of as a real p ossibility . 
If it shap es up that way , a v acuum 
will ex ist where the Democratic p arty 
has stood since Franklin D. Roosev elt’s 
first New Deal. It will 
be the same 
v acuum that ex isted after the p residential 
camp aign in 1932, when Mr. Roosev elt 
p ledged his p arty to cu t back the ex ­ 
trav agant sp ending of the Hoov er ad­ 
ministration. 


WHEN DEMOCRATS won in 1932, neith­ 
er p arty was doing any thing about p ro­ 
gressiv es and liberals. The first New Deal 
ev olv ed to take ov er this leaderless group , 
leav ing conserv atism to the Rep ublicans. 
They hit on the wishful doctrine of me- 
tooism, which had no wallop as long as 


Democrats continued to do the same 
thing better. 
But now President Johnson is using me- 
tooism with a rev erse twist, frankly ap ­ 
p ealing for conserv ativ e confidence and 
getting it. Not so frankly , he may be 
p osing a short-range question for his labor 
union sup p orters: Where will they go in 
1964 if they don’t stay with the Democratic 
p arty ? 


THE LONG - RANGE question is more 
Intriguing: Where will 
the 
Rep ublican 
p arty go if President Johnson bids for 
conserv ativ e v oters? 
Politics has no v acuums. Where there 
are v otes there are camp aigners. 
Is President Johnson going to carry 
on a cy cle in p olitics that has caused 
the two major p arties in the p ast to leap ­ 
frog ov er each other, changing their p o­ 
sitions in endless p ursuit of v otes. 
Is he forcing the Rep ublican p arty to 
fill the v acuum he has created by ap p eal­ 
ing to conserv atism*’ Will Rep ublican can­ 
didates one day soon be going after the 
v otes of disaffected “liberals” and “p ro­ 
gressiv es”?

Many an indiv idual doesn’t 
look farther ahead than a few 
weeks or months. The p oliti­ 
cians, therefore, think only in 
terms of what 
the p 0 p u 1 ar 
mood will be 
at the time of 
t h i s y e a r’s 
elections. B ut 
business h a s 
to do 1 0 n g - 
p lanning. Gov ­ 
ernment ought 
to do so, too, 
b u t somehow Dav id Lawrence 
av oids it. This is why a 12.- 
000-word address by Henry H. 
Fowler, u ndersecretary of the 
Treasu ry , deliv ered the other 
day to the annual conference of 
the Tax Ex ecutiv es Institute, 
deserv es attention as p erhap s 
the most comp rehensiv e defense 
of the administration’s tax p ol­ 
icies that has y et been made by 
any one. 


Mr. Fowler say s that “new 
cu rrents that hav e emerged in 
the last two y ears mark a tu rn­ 
ing p oint in national tax p ol­ 
icy .” He sees this as a stim­ 
ulus to the “Priv ate enterp rise 
sector” and emp hasizes the role 
of the gov ernment “in p romot­ 
ing max imum emp loy ment, p ro­ 
duction and p urchasing p ower” 
as a sequel to the emp loy ment 
act of 1946. 
The u ndersecretary refers cas­ 
ually to “the defects that re­ 
main.” He quotes ap p rov ingly 
from the utterances of the late 
President Kennedy and Presi­ 
dent Johnson concerning their 
“conscientious and earnest at­ 
temp ts to reduce gov ernment 
ex p enditures.” 


MR. FOWLER would like to 
hav e the p ublic believ e that the 
new tax law and the changes 
enacted in 1962 on dep reciation 
allowances 
f o r 
corp orations 
were not intended as “quickie” 


tax measures taken on the sp u r 
of the moment “to meet a tem­ 
p orary or p assing situation.” 
He feels justified ap p arently 
in describing them as broad- 
gauged laws designed to hav e 
lasting effects. He fails to giv e 
equal attention to the factors 
In the national economy which 
hav e made p rev ious tax rates 
“too high for healthy economic 
growth.” 
What is ov erlooked is that tax 
rates by themselv es are not the 
p rimary reason for 
economic 
troubles. High tax rates in busi­ 
ness are not hard to take if 
the v olume of sales is substan­ 
tially increased or the p rofit 
margin is mov ed up consid­ 
erably , thus p ermitting wage in­ 
creases as p roductiv ity is im­ 
p rov ed. 
Perhap s most salu tary is the 
u ndersecretary ’s statement that 
the administration in p rop osing 
tax changes realized that na­ 
tional growth cannot be achiev ed 


“by a massiv e Increase in fed­ 
eral sp ending well bey ond the 
necessities of mounting defense 
and sp ace costs.” 
But, by the same token, H 
may be said by way of warning 
that financial stability will not 
be achiev ed by continuous def­ 
icits and by a refusal to face 
up to the real causes of infla­ 
tion, among them the wage and 
p rice sp irals 
Almost no attention is giv en 
In this admirable address by 
Mr. 
Fowler 
to 
methods of 
achiev ing p rice 
stability 
and 
steadiness in wage adjustments. 
The federal gov ernment for p o­ 
litical reasons av oids this kind 
of discussion, but it is the larg­ 
est single factor in forecasting 
accu rately the long-range effects 
of the tax cut on business and 
finance.

Blame 
gov ernment economists, who can come 
up with a solution to a surp lus p roblem 
at the drop of a halibut. 
Congressman William G. Bray of In­ 
diana recently called attention to the in­ 
creasing imp orts of fish—from 37 p er cent 
of the annual sup p ly a decade ago to 55 
p er cent last y ear. 
“Because of v arious forms of gov ern- 
met sup p ort, other nations generally can 
sell cheap er to our p rocessors,” the con­ 
gressman ex p lained. 
As a resu lt, we are currently faced 
with some $50 million in surp lus fish. 
No need to worry , 
though, 
because 
here’s where gov ernment economists en­ 
ter the p icture. 
“They suggest,” said Mr. Bray , “ that 
the federal gov ernment buy up all the 
surp lus, resell to nations abroad on long­ 
term, low-interest credit, or sell it to the 
foreign country for its own currency . 


which we could use for the benefit of 
the United States or our citizens. 
“In 
brief, 
we 
are 
p urchasing fish 
abroad which we do not need and which 
tend to increase the deficit in our balance 
of p ay ments. And at the same time, we 
are p lanning to p ractically giv e away fish 
to foreign nations.” 
This method of solv ing economic p rob­ 
lems is simp le, once y ou get the hang 
of it. 
You get rid of American surp lus p rod­ 
ucts. which hav e accumulated as a resu lt 
of cheap er-p riced imp orts, buy them up 
with tax money , then giv e them away or 
sell them at a fraction of the cost. 
This help s foreign nations strengthen 
their economies and enables them to con­ 
tinue underselling U. S. p roducts here 
and abroad. 
It’s a v ery simp le solution. Any surp lus 
p roblem can be solv ed as long as U.S. 
tax p ay ers hav e a cent left in their p ockets 
and no sense left in their heads.

Unity —all unions whose mem­ 


bers are inv olv ed in transp ort 
on land, sea and in the air. 
Paralleling these efforts were 
his constant maneuv ers to get 
his Teamsteri back into the 
AFL-CIO. But, whether in or 
out, he p lanned to attemp t to 
conv ince national union chiefs 
to get their labor contracts to 
ex p ire on the same day the 
Teamsters’ p act did. Then he 
could help them by simp ly re­ 
fusing to sign agreements with 
tho.se corp orations which re­ 
fused to concede to the other 
unions’ demands. 
With all p acts ex p iring at the 
same time he could shut off de­ 
liv eries without v iolating either 
the secondary boy cott p rohibi­ 
tion or any contract. This could 
make or break a strike and 
strengthen or weaken a union 
by either lending or withholding 
sup p ort from the other labor 
leaders. 


HOFFA HAD an ev en more

follow 
should he succeed in p rev ailing 
on unions in all industries and 
occup ations to p arallel their ex ­ 
p iration dates with his. He was 
talking of eliminating all ex ­ 
p iration dates entirely .

He recog­ 
nizes. incidentally , that unem­ 
p loy ment has not been cured 
and that, with the growth of 
p op ulation there will be need 
for more job creation. 


THE UNDERSECRETARY is 
enthusiastic in his belief that 
the new tax laws “hav e already 
p rov ided an imp ortant p .sy chol- 
ogical thru st” but adds real­ 
istically that “a healthy econ­ 
omy recov ery and growth de­ 
p ends heav ily up on the confi­ 
dence, initiativ e, incentiv e, op ­ 
timism and industry of the p ri­

A lack of “confidence” un­

These are the unanswared 
questions in the administration’s 
jubilant analy sis of an economy 
“stimu lated” by a lax cut.

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Politics Has No Vacuums 


If President Johnson can maintain the 
Impression he is businessmen’s friend, his 
Republican opponent in the 1964 election 
will be a dilemma. 
The candidate of the Democratic party 
running for election next November as 
an all-out champion of business and enter­ 
prise, the new dimension added by Mr. 
Johnson since last Nov. 22, must 
bt 
thought of as a real possibility. 
If it shapes up that way, a vacuum 
will exist where the Democratic party 
has stood since Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
first New Deal. It will be the same 
vacuum that existed after the presidential 
campaign in 1932, when Mr. Roosevelt 
pledged his party to cut back the ex­ 
travagant spending of the Hoover ad­ 
ministration. 


WHEN DEMOCRATS won in 1932. neith­ 
er party was doing anything about pro­ 
gressives and liberals. The first New Deal 
evolved to take over this leaderless group, 
leaving conservatism to the Republicans. 
They hit on the wishful doctrine of me- 
tooism, which had no wallop as long as 


Democrats continued to do the same 
thing better. 
But now President Johnson is using me- 
tooism with a reverse twist, frankly ap­ 
pealing for conservative confidence and 
getting it. Not so frankly, he may be 
posing a short-range question for his labor 
union supporters: Where will they go in 
1964 if they don’t stay with the Democratic 
party? 


THE LONG - RANGE question is more 
intriguing: Where will the 
Republican 
party go if President Johnson bids for 
conservative voters? 
Politics has no vacuums. Where there 
are votes there are campaigners. 
Is President Johnson going to carry 
on a cycle in politics that has caused 
the two major parties in the past to leap­ 
frog over each other, changing their po­ 
sitions in endless pursuit of votes. 
Is he forcing the Republican party to 
fill the vacuum he has created by appeal­ 
ing to conservatism? Will Republican can­ 
didates one day soon be going after the 
votes of disaffected “liberals” and “pro­ 
gressives”? 


No ‘Also Hana’ In Hancock 


Whatever the differences of opinion be­ 
tween the Hancock County Sheriff’s De­ 
partment and the operators of the Water­ 
ford Park Race Track, it is hoped the 
traffic checks which caused Saturday’s 
monumental traffic jam will not be re­ 
peated. 
No matter for what purpose the road 
checks were Intended, they certainly did 
more than harass motorists en route to the 
track. 
They harassed Chester and N e w e l l 
drivers trying to get home or to work, 
they caused unnecesssary confusion and 
congestion throughout the county and in 
East Liverpool, and they brought no ad­ 
miration for Hancock County by innocent 
travelers passing through.

Down To The Last Cent 


If this smells fishy, It’s only because 
It is. 
But please don’t blame fish. Blame 
government economists, who can come 
up with a solution to a surplus problem 
at the drop of a halibut. 
Congressman William G. Bray of In­ 
diana recently called attention to the in­ 
creasing imports of fish—from 37 per cent 
ct the annual supply a decade ago to 55 
per cent last year. 
“Because of various forms of govem- 
met support, other nations generally can 
sell cheaper to our processors,” the con­ 
gressman explained. 
As a result, we are currently faced 
with some $50 million in surplus fish. 
No need to worry, though, because 
here’s where government economists en­ 
ter the picture. 
"They suggest,” said Mr. Bray, “that 
the federal government buy up all the 
surplus, resell to nations abroad on long­ 
term, low-interest credit, or sell it to the 
foreign country for its own currency, 


which we could use for the benefit of 
the United States or our citizens. 
“In 
brief, 
we 
are 
purchasing fish 
abroad which we do not need and which 
tend to increase the deficit in our balance 
of payments. And at the same time, we 
are planning to practically give away fish 
to foreign nations.” 
This method of solving economic prob­ 
lems is simple, once you get the hang 
of it. 
You get rid of American surplus prod­ 
ucts. which have accumulated as a result 
of cheaper-priced imports, buy them up 
with tax money, then give them away or 
sell them at a fraction of the cost. 
This helps foreign nations strengthen 
their economies and enables them to con­ 
tinue underselling U. S. products here 
and abroad 
It’s a very simple solution. Any surplus 
problem can be solved as long as U.S. 
taxpayers have a cent left in their pockets 
and no sense left in their heads.

avoids it. This is why a 12,- 
000-word address by Henry H. 
Fowler, undersecretary of the 
Treasury, delivered the other 
day to the annual conference of 
the Tax Executives Institute, 
deserves attention as perhaps 
the most comprehensive defense 
of the administration’s tax pol­ 
icies that has yet been made by 
anyone. 


Mr. Fowler says that “new 
currents that have emerged in 
the last two years mark a turn­ 
ing point in national tax pol­ 
icy.” He sees this as a stim­ 
ulus to the “Private enterprise 
sector” and emphasizes the role 
of the government “in promot­ 
ing maximum employment, pro­ 
duction and purchasing power” 
as a sequel to the employment 
act of 1946. 
The undersecretary refers cas­ 
ually to “the defects that re­ 
main.” He quotes approvingly 
from the utterances of the late 
President Kennedy and Presi­ 
dent Johnson concerning their 
“conscientious and earnest at­ 
tempts to reduce government 
expenditures.” 


MR. FOWLER would like to 
have the public believe that the 
new tax law and the changes 
enacted in 1962 on depreciation 
allowances 
f o r 
corporations 
were not intended as “quickie” 


tax measures taken on the spur 
of the moment “to meet a tem­ 
porary or passing situation.” 
He feels justified apparently 
in describing them as broad- 
gauged laws designed to have 
lasting effects. He fails to give 
equal attention to the factors 
in the national economy which 
have made previous tax rates 
“too high for healthy economic 
growth.” 
What is overlooked is that tax 
rates by themselves are not the 
primary reason for economic 
troubles. High tax rates in busi­ 
ness are not hard to take if 
the volume of sales is substan­ 
tially increased or the profit 
margin is moved up consid­ 
erably, thus permitting wage in­ 
creases as productivity is im­ 
proved. 
Perhaps most salutary is the 
undersecretary’s statement that 
the administration in proposing 
tax changes realized that na­ 
tional growth cannot be achieved 


“by a massive Increase in fed­ 
eral spending well beyond the 
necessities of mounting defense 
and space costs.” 
But, by the same token, R 
may be said by way of warning 
that financial stability will not 
be achieved by continuous def­ 
icits and by a refusal to face 
up to the real causes of infla­ 
tion, among them the wage and 
price spirals. 
Almost no attention is given 
In this admirable address by 
Mr. 
Fowler 
to 
methods of 
achieving price stability and 
steadiness in wage adjustments. 
The federal government for po­ 
litical reasons avoids this kind 
of discussion, but it is the larg­ 
est single factor in forecasting 
accurately the long-range effects 
of the tax cut on business and 
finance.

Those who have been really 
close to James Hoffa know he 
had a master plan which, had 
it succeeded, would have given 
him the great­ 
est concentra­ 
tion of com­ 
bined labor, in 
dustriai, polit­ 
ical and even 
financial pow­ 
er ever held 
by any man 
e x c e p 11 h e 
p r e s ident of 
the U n i t e d 
Victor Riesel 
States. This is the basic mean­ 
ing of the phenomenon of the 
defiant chief of the giant Team­ 
sters’ Union. 
In his master plan, control of 
the 1.7 million member broth­ 
erhood was merely the first 
step. Had the plan worked he 
would have been the dominant 
figure in the nation’s distribu­ 
tion. transportation and com­ 
munications systems. 
H e planned to coordinate 
and concentrate collective bar­ 
gaining—in coalition with other 
unions—in all strategic indus­ 
tries. He would have slowly 
consolidated the Teamsters’ pen­ 
sion and welfare funds which in 
a decade would have totaled al­ 
most $5 billion. 


AS THE CONSTANT center 
of power in vast labor negotia­ 
tions he would have eventually 
hoisted himself into the presi­ 
dency of the national AFL-CIO. 
Then he would have sought the 
merger of the major federation 
with independent unions now 
totalling some 
three 
million 
members. 
All this would have been co­ 
ordinated with heavily financed 
political drives aimed at form­ 
ing coalitions with candidates

for the presidency of the United 
States. 
What are the details of this 
master plan? 
The plan pivots on Hoffa s 
strategy devised to have all ex­ 
piration dates of labor contracts 
with employers in every occu­ 
pation—in every industry, in 
every region, across the U.S.— 
expire on the same day. 
Then, if necessary, a general 
strike could be called by a cen­ 
tral committee in which he, as 
the man who dominates distri­ 
bution and transportation, would 
of course, be the key personali­ 
ty. To such a man all labor 
leaders, industrialists and po­ 
litical leaders would have to 
look and defer. 


SUCH A MAN on such a pin­ 
ocle of power, whether he be 
James Riddle Hoffa or some 
new swashbuckler, would be the 
man who could decide the day 
the United States should stand 
still. 
Startling? Yes. But we are 
talking about a man who al­ 
ready has challenged our entire 
industrial and political world. 
How could even Hoffa envi­ 
sion 
such 
strength? 
Simple. 
Let’s trace it. 
Long before there was a Hoffa 
in the national headlines he be­ 
gan coordinating local city car­ 
tage in his native Michigan so 
that all contracts expired on 
the same day. When he took 
over the Teamsters’ presidency 
in ’58 he set Feb. I, 1964 as 
the deadline for the common 
expiration date 
of 
contracts 
covering more than 440,000 over- 
the-road and local cartage driv­ 
ers employed by 16.000 firms. He 
succeeded. The truck owners 
met his deadline as they al­ 
ways have.

Paralleling these efforts were 
his constant maneuvers to get 
his Teamsters back into the 
AFL-CIO. But, whether in or 
out, he planned to attempt to 
convince national union chiefs 
to get their labor contracts to 
expire on the same day the 
Teamsters’ pact did. Then he 
could help them by simply re­ 
fusing to sign agreements with 
those corporations which re­ 
fused to concede to the other 
unions’ demands. 
With all pacts expiring at the 
same time he could shut off de­ 
liveries without violating either 
the secondary boycott prohibi­ 
tion or any contract. This could 
make or break a strike and 
strengthen or weaken a union 
by either lending or withholding 
support from the other labor 
leaders. 


HOFFA HAD an even more 
daring plan ready to follow 
should he succeed in prevailing 
on unions in all industries and 
occupations to parallel their ex­ 
piration dates with his. He was 
talking of eliminating all ex­ 
piration dates entirely. There 
would simply be a clause saying 
that the pact would expire on 
30 days notice to the employer. 
Thus, a Hoffa coalition could 
give simultaneous notice that 
whole industries would be shut 
down at once on a certain date 
Within a decade of such a 
development Hoffa would cer­ 
tainly be top man in the labor 
federation—as his predecessor, 
the less ambitious Dan Tobin, 
once dominated the old AFL.

SALINEVILLE — A possible 
veto looms for a pay raise au- 
thorized for village water de­ 
partment employes, M a y o r 
Stanley Fitch declared Monday 
night after Council unanimous­ 
ly approved the wage increase. 
The mayor also spoke o u t 
against a move for legislation 
for salary boosts for the police 
chief and street supervisor. 
After Council approved $20 a 
month pay hikes for Supt. Ern­ 
est Madison and Ronald Dunlap 
of the water department, May­ 
or Fitch said he planned to 
atudy revised Ohio Code sec­ 
tions to determine if he can veto 
the legislation. 
The mayor at a February 
meeting declared the water de­ 
partment staff had been unco­ 
operative with him, and he 
did not believe a salary boost 
was justified. He had said wa­ 
ter rates should be lowered be­ 
fore pay hikes are approved. 
The mayor said he has a 10- 
day period in which to act on 
signing the pay legislation. 
Councilman Gillis Earl sub­ 
mitted a motion to boost t h e 
wages of Police Chief Roy Lew­ 
is to $250 and Street Supervisor 
Pete Growall to $320. The chief 
also gets the Village Hall apart­ 
ment rent free plus utilities. 
Mayor Fitch repeated h I s 
•tend against raises for t h e 
chief and Growall, declaring 
•urb pay hikes were not feas­ 


ible in view of the village’* In­ 
ability to provide slag f o r 
streets or other v i l l a g e im­ 
provements. 
Legislation is to be brought 
in for the meeting March 23. 
Vera Gossman of Salineville, 
representing a group of truck 
drivers, urged C o u n c i l to 
amend a recent ordinance bar­ 
ring semi-trailer trucks on side 
streets. 
He said truckers in the vil­ 
lage had no place to park trucks 
when they are home. Council­ 
man Clyde Polen moved to 
amend the ordinance, but lat­ 
er withdrew his motion. 
Action on the matter was ta­ 
bled until the next meeting. 
Discussion was held on the po­ 
lice radio. Mayor Fitch s a i d 
the contractor said a used ra­ 
dio was installed as a base sta­ 
tion because that was the rate 
the authorities wanted. A new 
radio would cost more. 
Fitch said he planned to re­ 
quest the servicing of the radio 
be transferred from Steubenville 
to Lisbon for convenience.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Emergency regulations are in 
effect to put new controls on 
Ohio's oil boom. 
The Division of Mines in the 
Department of Industrial Rela­ 
tions put them into effect at 
12:01 am . today. Ordinarily 
such regulations would become 
effective 60 days after filing, but 
j Gov. James A. Rhodes gave 
I them emergency status, making 
them effective immediately. 
Secretary of the Interior Stew­ 
art L. Udall recently called the 
boom s i t u a t i o n in Morrow 
County a “national disgrace” 
for the lack of controls. Rhodes 
! had assured him before and 
since that the state was moving 
toward greater regulation. Late­ 
ly the boom has spread to sev­ 
eral other counties. 
Major items in the new rules 
include: 
Spacing—There shall be at 
least IO acres spacing for each 
well and at least 660 feet be­ 
tween wells capable of produc­ 
ing from the same pool. Owners 
of separate adjoining tracts may 
pool land voluntarily to form a 
drilling unit or may be ordered 
to do so by the chief of the 
Division of Mines, J. Lester 
Zimmerman. 
Slant drilling—“The maximum 
point at which a well penetrates 
the producing formation shall 
not unreasonably vary from the 
vertical drawn from the center 
of the hole at the surface.” This 
is to prevent drilling slanting 
onto neighboring property. 
Off-limits—Drilling is prohib­ 
ited within 200 feet of any in­ 
habited dwelling, any highway 
and 
any 
building 
occupying 
more than 5.000 cubic feet of 
space. 
Surety bond—To Insure that 
dry holes and dead wells are 
properly seabed, oil drillers 
most post surety bond of $2,000 
for a single well or $10,000 to 
cover all wells operated by a 
principal. 


Permits—No well can be dril­ 
led, deepended or reopened un­ 
less an appropriate permit has 
been approved by the Division of 
Mines. A permit also is neces­ 
sary to plug back a well to any 
source of supply different from 
the existing pool. All permits is­ 
sued before the rules took effect 
are c a n c e l e d automatically 
where drilling has not been 
started. 
The rules do not establish pro­ 
duction limits.

QUESTION: Do sunspots affect us on earth? If so, why? 
ir 
if

ANSWER: 
Some astronomers believe that sunspots result 
from the whirling of electrified particles close to the sun’s 
outer layer. Others think they are caused by masses of the 
suns material which have been thrown out and then settled 
back, causing enormous hollows. While we don’t know exactly 
what causes them, we do know that the center of the sunspot 
appears dark because this area, while fiercely hot, is not 
nearly as hot as the surrounding parts of the sun and so looks 
dark by contrast. We can see the spots moving in a regular 
direction, providing that the sun rotates, in about 25 days. 
Sunspots are enormous in size, as you can see by compar­ 
ing them in the picture with the size of our earth. They are 
magnetic in nature and shoot off electric particles which can 
travel an enormous distance. For this reason, we can say 
yes to the first question. Sharp sudden changes in earth’s 
magnetic field are credited to sunspots, and these, besides 
producing the wonderful spactacle of the “Northern Lights,” 
or “Aurora Borealis,” frequently disturb radio and telegraph 
communication. The sudden shooting out of extra electric 
energy by sunspots is thought to be the cause of this dis­ 
turbance.
